W ashington, Mar. 8.—Though g ra ft­ 
ers have been found in every govern­ 
ment departm ent and huge suni3 of 
money stolen in one way or another, 
the D epartm ent of the In terio r leads 
the list of d ep a rtm en ts in furnishing 
rich spoils for financial pirates. D ur­ 
ing the last twenty-five years it has 
been estim ated that m ore than $75,- 
000,000 has been stolen from the gov­ 
ern m e n t in the shape of lands. Re­ 
cently this estim ate has been some- 
augum ented when it was found that 
certain corporations had laid greedy 
hands on valuable m ineral lands in 
the west and in Alaska. 
In 
Alaska 
alone the total 
land 
grabbing 
has 
been estim ated at over $200,000,000. 
This is one of the fruits of a re­ 
publican adm inistration. 


Land depredation in the early days 
was confined m ainly to the ranchers. 
This form of land grabbing was term ­ 
ed “illegal fencing.” From th a t the 
frauds extended to real estate deal­ 
e rs who bought soldier scrip, home­ 
stead 
en try deeds, 
lieu 
scrip, and 


o th e r 
forms of governm ent 
deeds 
conveying public lands 
to 
private 
o w ners .In later 
days 
corporations 
entered the field until practically all 
lands in the west 
were 
owned 
by 
syndicates. 


Public clam or m ade it m andatory 
on the part of the governm ent to un­ 
dertake an 
investigation. 
D etectives 
were hired, special bureaus w ere or­ 
ganized, and the work of reclaim ing 
lands illegally obtained from the gov­ 
ernm ent was com m enced. The m are’s 
nest thus unearthed brought within 
the reach of the law som e 
of 
the 
most prom inent men in public and 
private life. 
Num bers 
of 
the 
men 
were sent to the 
penitentiary’ 
and 
others were allow ed to retain their 
good nam es and reputations only aft­ 
er 
the 
strongest 
pressure 
was 
brought to bear. 


T his condition of affairs greatly re­ 
flected upon the various republican 
adm inistrations. Not a Secretary’ of 
the Interior 
departm ent 
down 
to 
the B allinger regim e under Taft pass­ 
ed four years in office without hav­ 
ing been under fire. Either as to his 
action in respect to the opening of 
the public lands to entry or in non­ 
prosecution of the grafters who ob- 
tained 
lands trom 
the governm ent. 
Some harsh criticism was directed to 
several of the secretaries and in one 
case it has been openly stated that 
the Cabinet officer was “too closely 
allied with the in te re sts” to dispel 
the cloud of graft. 


S ecretary Ballinger, who resigned 
bis portfolio was under con stan t fire 
trom the time he entered President 
T a f ’s cabinet. The finger of accu sa­ 
tion was pointed at him by reason of 
his action in respect to the C unning­ 
ham coal claim s in Alaska, in which 
it was alleged that Mr. B allinger had 
passed (he claim s aft.|r having been 
advised that they were tainted wirh 
fraud.

It reminds me, Mr. Editor, of an 
organ grinder who was recently drag­ 
ged before the police court in Lon­ 
don for having attached to his organ 
a placard announcing that he had 
served in the army under three mon­ 
archs and that he had a wife and 
children depending on him.

pianist served her country in many 
ways or the singer who appears as 
plain Mr. Y is really a baron. Pos­ 
sibly he saw a statement of the mon- 
ey value of the jewels an operatic 
star was wearing. No doubt he saw 
these and thus mused “have I no at­ 
tractions which may 
reinforce 
the 
half dozen stale tunes which is all 
that tile cylinder of my organ can 
produce?” At any rate he had two, 
one would not disgrace an astute 
concert agent to say the least. 


No doubt, Mr. Editor this advance 
dope from these “all 
star” 
castes 
deluges you some time. Their sole ob­ 
ject is to create a popular interest if 
possible, which the gifts of the per­ 
formers could not be a little bit. It 
is an inducement to get people to put 
up the money to keep mediocre and 
even punk talent from having to go 
at some work which is really more 
to their size. Often the ancestry or 
the jewelry is far more interesting 
than is the performer. The London 
Times says such specious advertising 
is “merely dragging in irrelevancies 
in the hope that they will catch the 
pence or the shillings of the public, 
as the organ grinder did.”

Roald Amundsen, the .Norwegian ex­ 
plorer, and Capt. Robert P. Scott of 
the British Royal Navy, respectively 
which are returning from the Antarc­ 
tic region, dispatches reaching here 
on the subject are conflicting. 
Capt. Amundsen has arrived at Ho- tion, but
